-Body Found *Behind 
Hedge In Kent 


Wrotham, Kent, Nov. 1.—Tho 
strangled woman, whose body 
was found behind a_rondslide 
hedge here on Thursday morn- 
ing, was: to-night identified as 
Miss Dagmar Petrzywalsky, 
aged 47, She lived alone in & 
wooden hut on an estate three 
or four miles from where’ her 
body was found and was known 
{o her neighbours under the 
name of Peters. : 


She was a reserved, gentle and 
well-spoken woman whom some of 
her nelghbours described as eccen- 
tric. She used to rise nt 6 a.m. every 
day and often walked or obtained 
lifts to villages some miles distant 
to do her shopping... Once or twice 
weekly she used to go early fn the 
morning to London where she Hved 
during the oarly part of the war, 


She once sald she was bombed 
out while living in London and had 
to be rescued from the debris which 
almost buried her. 


To-night as detectives at Britain's 
Police - headquarters in -Scootland 
Yard’ were called in to assist. the 
Kent detectives Investigating . the 
murder, the. police were still qucs- 
tionIng drivers on the busy London 
to Dover rond near the hedge where 
her body was found. 


It is possible that the murdered 
woman sought o lift fram a pass- 
Ing cor or lorry. She may have been 
murdered anywhere in the vicinity 
or even in London, and then dumped 
at the roadside. Her hut was 
only about three miles from Fawk- 
ham, where an eleven-years old girl 
named Sheila Martin’ was, found 
strangled three months ago. . 

The Chief of Kent-Criminal Ine 
vestigation Department,. Superinten- 
dent Smeed, said to-day. there was o 
possibility of some lnk between the 
little girl's murder and *this later 
one.—Reuter.
